The foundation of all successful 
art must be common sense. Common 
sepse is not necemarily a common 
article or restricted t© common people; 
but, taken im its largest mean 
ing, is that which may be maintained upon 
clearly defined principles of life and con- 
duct. Music appeals directly to common 
sense. But it may be questioned whether 
it is benefitted by association with words; 
and it is quite sure that it is injured when 
joined to words that do not reach its own 
elevation of sentiment, but are in them- 
selves groteeque and absurd. Melody is a 
complete and perfectsphere. It is a world 
to which words are alien. Its inhabitants 
are too spiritual and fantastic to be jostled 
about among the rude figures of speech 
which represent so much of the grossness 
of our every-day concerns. Recitative, 
which was intended as a compromise (for 


lish, the Germans, the Italians and the 
French are composers of music; and the 
music of one nation may be rendered per- 
fectly to the ear of another; for, words 
apart, music hes a language of its 
own that is universal The words of 
one people however can net be transposed 
into the muse ef another people without 
destroying the sense of the whole. Notes 
that are intended to express softness and 
tenderness are, in the process of resetting, 
put to phrases of an opposite signification; 
and words of love are, in like manner, 
fitted to notes cf rage or alarm. It is very 
eommon tos the finest tones of an air to 
fall upon the most trivial monosyllable, 
which is so tortured as to lose its identity 
and to become, in the ear of common 
sense, an Object of reasonable laughter and 
contempt. This is sot a whimsical criti- 
chm. Joined to the fact that the librettoe 
are very poor, the plots very bald and un- 
natural; the action stilted and bombastic; 
the purpose, aside from the music, either 
ridiculous or absolutely meaningless, and 
it explains, we think, why the heart of 
mankind, which turns so lovingly to song 
and is moved so deeply by the concord of 
sweet sounds, is so cold to the approaches 
of the grand opera, tricked out in the 
splendor of stage costumes and scenic et. 
fects. The popularity of Offenbach’s bur- 
lesque is a striking proof. The world would 
not enjoy the desecration of a really noble 
art. But the comic opera safirizes only so 
much of the grand opera as the instincts 
of common sense assure us is ridiculous 
and unworthy. Who would dare to put 
words to Mendelssohn's “songs without 
words,” or pretend to add to the meaning 
which goes out of every sentence of 
Schumann and Chopin? Simple words to 
a simple melody touch us because of the 
patriotic or fireside suggestions which they 


the “Marcellaise” is balderdash, and we 
suppose that “qui rosa c sola” is not im- 
proved In its Itahan garb. It ts certainly 
not particularly cherished on the conti- 
nent, where it is judged exclusively upon 
its merits as an aria. 

On the whole, we are inclined to doubt 
the permanent success of the grand opera. 
It cannot be driyen from the staga so long 
as there is any taste for spectacles. But 
it will hold its place by a sort of conven- 
tional sufferance. It will not arouse the 
passion of the multitude until its 
dramatic purpose is «8 sincere as 
its music; and this cannot be 
when its dramatic action and phre- 
seology are incomgruous and childish.
